Inquiry by County Agent Scott M. 
Julian, into the possibility of exterm­ 
inating blackbirds and crows in their 
roosting place through the 
use 
of 
poison gas has resulted in the infor­ 
mation that this method is not prac­ 
tical. 
The Chemical Warfare service stat­ 
ed that this question had been gone 
into through rather extensive tests, 
but as a result of these tests, it was 
concluded that it was 
not 
feasible 
because of several reasons. 
It was 
found that birds showed rather mark­ 
ed resistance to the toxic gases used. 
Further, it was found to be extreme­ 
ly difficult to build up out of 
doors 
sufficient high concentrations of these 
gases to be effective over 
extended i 
areas. 
During the war it was notie- j 
ed that pigeons nearly always 
re-1 
turned to their cages safely when lib- j 
erated in a gas cloud, it was found 
that the pigeons escaped 
by rising 
quickly above the gas, 
crows 
and 
blackbirds would unquestionably 
at­ 
tempt to fly out of the gas cloud 
in 
the same manner as soon as 
they* 
felt the irritating effects 
and 
so it 
does not appear practical to attempt 
to exterminate these birds 
through 
the use of poison gas. 


A New Madrid County farmer, J. 
W. Ogle of Morehouse, finds that cot­ 
ton following clover or peas produc­ 
es considerably more per acre as in 
the case of corn. 
Mr. Ogle, accord­ 
ing to County Agent Julian, has 
18 
acres of cotton where clover has been 
grown for two years. Adjoining these 
fields is a large field where cotton has 
been grown successively for a num­ 
ber of years, it is plain to the 
eye 
that the two fields will produce con­ 
siderably more 
per aere than 
the 
cotton in the larger field and it was 
equally plain to the eye that the cot­ 
ton in the two legume fields has ma­ 
tured earlier than that in the larger 
field. 
Some farmers have believed 
that following legumes such as clover 
and peas with cotton has a tendency 
to produce an excess of stock 
and 
foliage and to delay maturity. 
Mr. 
Ogle explained that he has not found 
this is the case at all, and he has se­ 
cured extra yields from crops follow­ 
ing legumes many times before. 
Mr. 


Ogle went further and stated that he 
thought it an exceptionally good pol­ 
icy for a farmer to every 
now and 
then turn under a field of clover. 


A car of ground limestone has been

the Governor-elect as his train pass­ 
'd Georgia towns Friday was broach­ 
ed, Roosevelt said emphatiscally: 
“ I 
w’ant defintely to step on any talk of 
that kind with both feet. 
The 
ex­ 
pression is colloquial, but it is very 
clear”. 
Roosevelt said he contemplated 
a 
survey sim ilar to one 
he 
conducted 
in 1924. 
“ In 1924 I sent out letters to 
all 
delegates to the national convention 
and to Democratic leaders, asking for 
their views of the situation” , he said. 
“The result of their 
replies 
w as 
a 
thoroughgoing understanding of 
the 
situation among leaders 
throughout 
the country which resulted in co-op­ 
eration and the presentation 
of 
an 
united front on the part of Congress­ 
ional and Senatorial leaders. 
“ I am convinced that 
this 
year, 
thru the various checkups to be made 
during the next two months, Demo­ 
cratic leaders will present 
a united 
front and bring home the fact 
that 
this year the 
Democratic 
national 
ticket received 40 per cent 
of 
the 
popular vote, as against 29 per cent 
in 1924, 31 per cent in 1920 and 
a 
very substantial gain and at 
least 
halfway toward 51 per cent. 
“ My present correspondence 
has 
absolutely nothing to do with my own 
election or any future election. 
It is 
merely carrying out exactly what 
I 
have done in past years with regard 
to the national situation”. 
Roosevelt said 
the 
1924 
survey 
brought about the elimination of dis­ 
cussion of individual 
candidate 
for 
the presidential nomination and that 
it had as its purpose the benefit 
of 
the party, rather than any particular 
candidate. 
Confidence in the future of the par­ 
ty was expressed by Roosevelt, in re­ 
sponding to telegrams of congratula­ 
tion which continued to pour in 
to­ 
day. 
A telegram from T. Whitfield Da­ 
vidson of Dallas, Texas, termed Roo­ 
sevelt’s election as “ the 
one bright 
spot on the taee of the returns", and 
said it “ held out encouragement that 
the people may yet return to

thoughts and proper appreciation of 
Democratic ideals". 
Another 
congratulatory 
telegram 
from Texas came from Dan Moody, 
the Govrenor and from Frank Bald­ 
win of Waco.

Are Causing Big Losses 


to Farmers. 


|Prs»*rsd k> ths United State* Department 
of Agriculture.) 
Wheat scab and corn-ear rota are 
causing large annual losses in 
the 
Central states by reducing acre yields 
and lowering tiie quality of the corn 
and wheat crops, according to the Unit­ 
ed States Department of Agriculture. 
Losses from wheat scab have aver­ 
aged about 12,000,000 bushels of wheat 
annually for the lust nice years. Corn- 
ear rets, some of which are produced 
by 
the wheut-scab organism, 
have 
caused a Joss of approximately 100,- 
000,000 bushels of corn annually for 
the last five years. 
Cause of Scab and Rots. 
The 
fungous 
parasites 
causing 
wheat scab and most of the corn-ear 
rots live over winter on dead corn- j 
stalks, wheat straw, stubble and oth- j 
er crop refuse. 
Spores produced by 
these organ Isms ripen 
in the 
late 
spring and summer and 
are 
blown 
from the old stalks and straw to the j 
wheat head* and corn ears and cause j 
wheat scab and corn-ear rots. 
Much of this damage could be pre­ 
vented by crop rotation, by clean up 
of cornstalks, straw and stubble, aud 
by thorough plowing, says the depart­ 
ment. 
Removing or plowing under all 
crop refuse, if done in the fall, pre­ 
vents 
development 
of

winter 
Spores, and if done in the spring pre­ 
vents iheir movement by wind to the 
wheat aud corn plants.

The Chemical W arfare service sta t­ 
ed that this question had been gone 
into through rather extensive tests, 
but as a result of these tests, it was 
concluded th a t it was 
not 
feasible 
because of several reasons. 
It was 
found th a t bird* showed rath er m ark­ 
ed resistance to the toxic gastB used. 
Further, it was found to be extrem e­ 
ly difficult to build up out of 
doors 
sufficient high concentrations of these 
gases to be effective 
over 
extended. 
areas. 
D uring the war it was notic-| 
ed that pigeons nearly always 
re-; 
turned to th eir cages safely when lib­ 
erated in a gas cloud, it was found 
th at the pigeons escaped 
by rising 
quickly above the gas, 
crows 
and 
blackbirds would unquestionably 
a t­ 
tem pt to fly out of the gas cloud 
in 
the same m anner as soon as 
they 
felt the irritating effects 
and 
so it 
does not appear practical to attem pt 
to exterm inate these 
birds 
through 
the use of poiaon gas. 


A New Madrid County farm er, J. 
W. Ogle of Morehouse, finds th at cot­ 
ton following clover o r peas produc­ 
es considerably more per acre as in 
the case of corn.

Some farm ers have believed 
that following legumes such as clover 
and peas with cotton has a tendency 
to produce an excess of stock 
and 
foliage and to delay m aturity.

Ogle explained th a t he has not found 
this is the case a t all, and he has se­ 
cured extra yields from crops follow­ 
ing legumes many tim es before.

Ogle went further and stated that he 
thought it an exceptionally good pol­ 
icy for a farm er to

then turn under a field of clover.

NEW ( APB BRIDGE STARTS 


Cape Girardeau. 
November 
13. 
Construction has begun 
on 
Illinois 
Highway No. 150, from the east ap 
proach of the traffic bridge across the 
Mississippi River at Cape Girardeau 
to a point slightly northwest to Me 
Clure, III. 
The Rouse Construction Co. of Cape 
Girardeau has been awarded the con 
tract, and has moved 12 carloads of 
equipment from Belleville, 111., where 
it recently completed a highway pro­ 
ject, to the 
right-ofway 
near 
Me 
(lure. 
The road will be 4.86 miles 
long. 
Paving of the 
retch will be 
com 
pleted in the spring of 1929. Approx 
imately 45,000 yards of earth is to be 
excavated and used in making

grade of the established right-of-way. 
The road will run directly east for 3 
miles, to where it intersects the grav­ 
el road running north 
to 
McClure, 
which road the new 
highway 
will 
follow for s half mile. 
The road will then continue about 
three-fourths of a mile

P. D. ROOSBRLT 
SAYS DBMOCWATH 
MADE At RCT. GAIN 


Warm Springs, G a, November 11 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Governor-elect 
of New York« announced 
yesterday 
that he contemplated a survey of Die 
Democratic situation throughout the 
nation, hut added that it hm “abso­ 
lutely nothing to do with my own 
election or any future election”. 
During a press 
conference, when 
the subjects of shouts of “Roosevelt 
for President in 1988** th at 
greeted 
the Governor-elect as his train pass- 
id Georgia towns Friday was broach­ 
ed, Roosevelt said emphatiscally: 
“I 
want deflntely to step on any talk of 
that kind with both feet. 
The 
ex­ 
pression is colloquial, but it is very 
d e a r”. 
Roosevelt said he contemplated 
a 
survey similar to one 
he 
conducted 
in 1924.* 
“In 1924 I sent out letters to 
all 
delegates to the national convention 
and to Democratic leaders, asking for 
their views of the situation'*, ho said. 
“The result of their replies was a 
thoroughgoing understanding of 
the 
situation among leaders 
throughout 
the country which resulted In co-op­ 
eration and the presentation 
of 
an 
united front on the part of Congress­ 
ional and Senatorial leaders. 
“I am convinced that 
this 
year, 
thru the various checkups to be mad« 
during the next two months, Demo­ 
cratic leaders will present 
a united 
front and bring home the fact 
that 
this year the 
Democratic 
national 
ticket received 40 per cent 
of 
the 
popular vote, as against 29 per cent 
in 1924, 31 per cent in 1920 and 
a 
very substantial gain and at 
least 
halfway toward 51 per cent. 
“My present correspondence 
has 
absolutely nothing to do with my own 
election or any future election. 
It is 
merely carrying out exactly what 
I 
have done in past years with regard 
to the national situation“. 
Roosevelt said 
the 
1924 
survey 
brought about the elimination of dis­ 
cussion of individual 
candidate 
for 
the presidential nomination and that 
it had as its purpose the beneAt 
of 
the party, rather than any particular 
candidate. 
Confidence in the future of the par­ 
ty was expressed by Roosevelt, in re­ 
sponding to telegrams of congratula­ 
tion which continued to pour in 
to­ 
day. 
A telegram from T. Whitfield Da­ 
vidson of Dallas, Texas, termed Roo­ 
sevelt’s ejection as “the 
one bright 
spot on the face of the returns", and 
said it “held out encouragement that 
the people may yet return to 
sober 
thoughts and proper appreciation of 
Democratic ideals". 
Another 
congratulatory 
telegram 
from Texas came from Dan Moody, 
the Govrenor and from Frank Bald­ 
win of Waco. 
Answering the latter, 
Rosoevelt wrote that he was “confi­ 
dent of the* future of the party”. 
“We must not forget", he 
wrote, 
“that the Democracy polled over 15,- 
000,000 votes

year,

Spores produced by 
these orgauisms ripen in the iate 
spring and summer and are blown 
from the old stalks and straw to the 
wheat heads and corn M rs and cause 
wheat scab and corn-ear rota. 
Much of this damage could be pre­ 
vented by crop rotation, by clean up 
of cornstalks, straw and «nibble, and 
by thorough plowing, says the depart­ 
ment.
